AGAINST HOBSON 


Associated Gas and Electric 
Company 
Head 
Faces 
More U. S. Trouble. 


-Tile 
Washington, Dec. 18 (AP), 
government Tuesday heaped more 
trouble—$5,000,000 worth of it—on 
Howard C. Hopson and the Asso­ 
ciated Gas and Electric company, 
which he helped transform into one 
of the nation’s biggest utility hold­ 
ing companies. 
Two new tax liens for around 
that amount boosted past $53,000,000 
the amount of federal claims against 
the Associated system for alleged 
unpaid income and excess profits 
taxes. 
Filed in New York, the claims 
were described by a treasury official 
as ’’simply an assessment to pro­ 
tect the government's claim for 
taxes." 
Hopson Must Supply Data 
To Chairman O’Connor, democrat, 
New York, of the house rules com­ 
mittee, which also has been firing 
at Hopson, the treasury’s action sug­ 
gested no excuse for the utility mag­ 
nate in failing to supply the com­ 
mittee with data on his personal in- 
come from the $700,000,000 utilities 
empire. 
The committee, charged by the 
house with investigating lobbying on 
the Utilities Holding Company Con- 
f trol act, had demanded the income 1 
data by December 16. Only a par­ 
tial reply was given. 
William A. Hill. Hopson’s counsel 
contended the desired information 
was in books which had been in pos­ 
session of “various federal depart­ 
ments for months.” 
O'Connor a r­ 
gued.however that Hopson ought to 
be able to provide the data from 
sources of his own, adding he would 
have to answer for failing to do so. 
System Under Investigation 
The associated system is under in­ 
vestigation, too, under laws covering 
use of the mails to defraud. 
The tax liens against the vast 
holding company, with some 200 
subsidiaries and gas and power 
plants 
scattered 
through 
many 
states, were filed by James J. Hoey, 
collector of internal revenue in New 
York. He said he acted on instruc­ 
tions from Guy T. Havering, com­ 
missioner of internal revenue. 
A $48,551,845 lien Monday covered 
additional taxes for 1927 to 1933, 
Hoey said. 
To that was added 
Tuesday a lien for $2,410,318 of in­ 
come taxes of the Associated com­ 
pany for 1927-28, and another for 
$2,497,927 allegedly unpaid by the 
Affiliated Associated Securities cor­ 
poration in 1929-31.
